X few days ago wo hud tho honor 
ol depicting tho premier in the altitude 
of willing for "more sand" with which 
to close tho eyes of the public to a 
knowledge of the doings of hi.s govern- 
ment. Wo have now to present him in 
tho attitude of appealing to the Jlouae 
and country for "more cement." Hand 
is cheap. ' It can he hail in unlimited 
quantities for nothing by any man with 
a shovel who possesses sufficient in- 
dustry to use it. But cement is an ar- 
ticle of a very different description. It 
does not grow on every bush. It costs 
laid down at Victoria about $31 per 
ton. The article imported by tho prem- 
ier eight years ago was very inferior. 
It was probably unsalable in England 
and may have been shipped to British 
Columbia with tho remark, " Oh ! Any- 
thing will do for the colonies." Yes; 
the premier who, in November last, de- 
clared through the columns of Irs orjan 
that no more cement was required, now 
asks for -MOO tons. Tho House was 
electrified by the information although 
somewhat prepared for it by tho inform 
atiofi supplied by this journal. A com- 
mittee are now about to set to work to 
decide upon whoso shoulders the blame 
of tho miscalculation should rest — that 
of the premier or the resident engineer. 
At present, although we Imve a pretty 
.strong opinion as to who is to blame, 
wo shall not express it. It would be 
wrong to try to prejudice tho minds of 
tlie committee. . That there has. been 
shameful, criminal neglect on the park 
of somebody must be patent to all. Tho 
worst thing about the whole affair is tho 
heavy additional cost that the 
country will have to bear in conse- 
quence of this outrageous and inexcusa- 
ble blunder. By the terms arranged 
with tho Dominion the premier agreed 
to supply all the cemont necessary for 
the construction of the dock. Now 
that the amount of cement required is 
variously estimated tit from 1,400 to 
0,000 tons, worth from §150,000 to 
*200,000, it will be seen what a load 
the country will lie called upon to car- 
ry. The prudent man will exclaim, 
•' IStop the work until the country is 
able to bear the expense." But the 
agreement with tho Dominion govern- 
ment provides that the latter, after 
three months' notice, shall have the 
power to enter upon and take posses- 
sion of tho works and premises and 
complete tho same. " Here,'' the pru- 
dent man will again exclaim, "is an 
easy way outofthc- mess. The Dominion 
government will have to shoulder the 
financial responsibility for the dock. 
Who cares for a few thousand extra 
tons of cement i" Hut our friend is 
again wrong, Tho agreement further 
states thatshouldthe Imperialand Carta 
dian grants of 8500,000 prove insuffi- 
cient to completo the work, "the amount 
of the deficiency shall be placed to the debit 
of the debt account of the Province." Tho 
effect will be that for tho ensuing two 
or three years the province will be vir- 
tually, without revonuc, because the 
Dominion government will gobble up 
the subsidies as fast as they fall due to 
recoup themselves for tho amount they 
will havo to expend on dock account. 
The outlook is a dismal and forbidding 
one and taxpayors may will tremble in 
iheir shoes at the prospect, 



Dry Dools Cement. 

. To THE Editor. — The cement re- 
quired for the drydock will, apparent- 
ly, run into no insignificant figures, and 
as the object of the government will 
doubtless bo to obtain the article :il 
the lowest price possible it may not be 
too late to suggest that this would best 
be accomplished by their inviting ten- 
ders in tho usual way for the delivery 
at Esquimalt of the cement at a price 
per ton, including freight and charges. 
Contractors would, of course, be re- 
quired • to guarantee that the cement 
should stand a prescribed test, but 
such details would bo for the depart- 
ment of lands and works to arrange. 
The object of this is not to suggest de- 
tails, but simply to advocate tho con- 
tract system in preference to the meth- 
od of giving private orders.

A SCOUNDRELLY ACT.

' journa'i of carelessness, for the disgusting 
■ insertion must havo been maliciously put 
whore it stands after tho "galley' 1 — which 
! I may explain to your readers is a column 
j of type lying on a long narrow brass tray 
— had passed through all hands, and stood 
next door to being "locked up" ready for 
tho last operations just before printing, 
j As a'consequence ten men have been atia- 
I pendou on suspicion, and I in common 
with every journalist in tho kingdom 
hope tho miscreant will he iliacovered and 
punished with all and ovory severity. Tho 
first edition of tho 'Times in which the 
interpolated matter appeared ran to 40,-
